Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

For  the  Year  1904. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Mortality 
of  the  Borough,  with  a  statement  of  the  Sanitary  Work 
accomplished  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1904. 
In  this  Report  I  shall  lay  before  you  some  suggestions  for 
your  consideration,  which,  if  carried  out,  will,  I  think, 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  and,  consequently,  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General, 
to  the  middle  of  1904  is  85,600  ;  males  39,883,  females 
45,717,  The  population  per  inhabited  house,  as  obtained 
from  the  Census  Returns,  1901,  was  4T1,  as  compared  with 
4*30  in  the  previous  decade.  I  presume  the  population 
per  inhabited  house  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  315 
houses  were  built  during  the  year  and  18  were  ordered  to 
be  closed  by  your  Committee  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  1,950 ; 
males  976;  females  974;  a  decrease  of  121  on  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  equal  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  22'8 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  the  lowest  birth-rate 
I  have  any  record  of  for  your  Borough.  The  same  rate  last 
year  was  24  4,  and  the  preceding  year  24'3.  The  birth-rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  279  per  1,000; 
the  seventy-six  largest  towns  29T,  and  for  the  one-hundred- 
and-forty-two  next  largest  towns  27-5.  Of  the  different 
districts  of  the  Borough,  Wardleworth  had  the  highest 
birth-rate,  being  26*4  per  1,000 ;  the  lowest  was  in  Spot- 
land,  19  4. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  amongst  residents  was 
1,517 ;  males  774;  females  743;  equal  to  an  annual  death- 
rate  of  17*7  per  1,000.  This  is  the  corrected  death-rate, 
and  includes  all  Rochdale  residents  who  have  been  removed 
for  treatment  or  infirmity  to  such  Public  Institutions  as  the 
Workhouse,  Royal  Infirmary  (Manchester),  etc.,  outside 
the  Borough.  It  excludes  all  residents  of  other  districts 
dying  in  Public  Institutions  within  the  Borough.  The 
same  rate  for  similar-sized  towns  was  17*2.  The  annual 
death-rate  amongst  males  was  19T0,  and  females  16-25  per 
1,000  estimated  to  be  living  of  each  sex.  Last  year  the 
corresponding  rates  were  19 TO  and  1545.  In  equal 
numbers  living  the  deaths  were  as  104  males  to  100 
females.  The  corrected  death-rate  was  highest  in  Wardle¬ 
worth  West  Ward,  20*8,  Castleton  North  Ward  being  next 
with  20*4.  The  lowest  was  Castleton  Moor  Ward,  143  per 
1,000.  Excluding  the  Workhouse  deaths,  the  death-rate 
for  the  whole  Borough  was  16'0  per  1,000. 

The  following  table  gives  the  annual  death-rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  of  the  different  districts,  as  taken 
from  the  Registrar-General’s  Report  (except  Rochdale)  : —

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The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  296,  or  19-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  0'1 
less  than  last  year.  The  infantile  mortality  was  152  per 
1,000  of  the  births  registered  during  the  same  time.  This 
is  lower  than  in  any  other  Lancashire  town,  shewn  in  table 
below.  In  England  and  Wales  this  rate  was  116,  in  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  160,  and  in  the  one-hundred-and- 
forty-two  smaller  towns  151,  in  rural  districts  125.  By 
referring;  to  Chart  I.  vou  will  see  at  a  glance  the  total 
weekly  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the 
number  of  these  caused  by  respiratory  affections  marked 
red. 


During  the  year  there  have  been  296  deaths  among 
infants  under  one  year  old,  and  the  result  of  enquiries  made 
in  290  cases  show  that  73  were  breast-fed,  and  30  did  not 
live  long  enough  to  take  any  food,  leaving  a  total  of  187 
that  received  artificial  feeding.  Of  the  187,  14  were 
premature  births  and  died  before  they  were  one  month  old, 
36  died  of  wasting  diseases,  and  28  were  diarrhoea  deaths, 
most  of  which  were  no  doubt  due  to  improper  food.  The 
effect  of  the  mothers’  occupation  upon  the  health  of  their 
infants  will  be  seen  by  examining  the  adjoining  Table, 
137  Deaths  occurred  among  infants  whose  mothers  worked 
in  the  mill,  and  136  among  infants  whose  mothers  followed 
home  work.  20  deaths  of  infants,  prematurely  born, 
occurred  among  those  whose  mothers  were  mill  workers, 
and  16  amongst  those  whose  mothers  devoted  their  time 
to  home  duties.  18  Mothers  worked  in  the  mill  up  to 
the  birth  of  the  child.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
houses  was  good  in  169  cases,  and  bad  in  121.  Of  the 
290  cases  enquired  into,  130  occurred  in  back-to-back 
houses,  leaving  160  in  through  houses. 

480  Deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  were 
recorded  during  the  year  under  notice,  or  59  more  than  the 
preceding  year,  and  47  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten 
preceding  years.  The  percentage  of  deaths  at  this  age  to

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the  total  deaths  was  316,  or  L8  more  than  the  average 
for  the  preceding  decade.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  at  this  age  is  due  to  Measles  and  Bowel  affections. 
There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  Lung 
affections.  Of  the  1,517  deaths  occuring  during  the  year, 
858  were  at  or  over  the  age  of  65,  and  equal  to  236  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 


The  following  table  shows  the  rates  in  the  surrounding 
towns  under  the  several  headings  as  below,  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison.  The  towns  chosen  are  about  the  same  size 
as  Rochdale,  and  like  it  are  employed  chiefly  in  manu¬ 
facturing  industries  : —

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  caused  177 
deaths,  or  60  more  than  the  preceding  year;  also  57  more 
than  the  mean  average  for  the  decade  1894-1903.  This 
increase  was  shared  alike  by  the  whole  country.  The  death- 
rate  from  these  causes  during  the  year  was  2*07  per  1,000 
of  the  population ;  the  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  T94 ;  the  seventy-six  great  towns  2*49 ;  and  the  one- 
hundred-and-fortv-two  smaller  towns  2  02.  Castleton  Moor 
Ward  had  the  highest  death-rate  2‘89  ;  Wuerdle  Ward  came 
next  with  2*55 ;  and  Castleton  West  Ward  the  lowest  rate 
from  these  causes  1*28. 

178  Cases  of  Chicken  Pox  have  been  notified  during 
the  year.  At,  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  the 
Council  decided  on  July  7th  to  apply  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  to  renew  the  compulsory  notification  of 
Chicken  Pox  in  the  district.  This  action  was  taken  by 
your  Committee  owing  to  my  representations  to  them  that 
Smallpox  was  prevalent  in  the  surrounding  towns,  that 
Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent  in  Rochdale,  and  that  the  great 
liability  of  mistaking  the  one  for  the  other  might  lead  to  a 
very  severe  epidemic  of  Smallpox  should  a  mild  case  be 
overlooked.  On  receiving  a  notification  of  Chicken  Pox  I 
visited  the  houses  and  inspected  178  cases,  none  of  which 
proved  to  be  Smallpox. 

During  the  year  only  three  cases  of  Smallpox  were 

notified  in  the  Borough,  of  which  one  case  proved  fatal. 

The  first  ca,se  was  very  slight,  and  I  could  not  trace  the 

source  of  infection.  I  had  all  the  contacts  removed  to  the 

Contact  Ward,  vaccinated,  cleansed  and  disinfected.  None 

of  those  in  contact  developed  Smallpox.  The  second 

occurred  at  a  steam  laundrv.  The  man’s  duty  was  to

deliver  aud  collect  clothing ;  the  day  on  which  he  most 
probably  acquired  the  disease,  he  visited  97  houses  in 
Bury  where  Smallpox  was  prevalent,  and  the  day  on  which 
Smallpox  developed  he  visited  91  houses  in  Bury  to 
collect  clothes.  I  had  the  clothing  andGaundry  thoroughly 
disinfected,  and  I  vaccinated  all  those  who  had  been  in

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contact  with  him  at  the  laundry  and  at  his  own  home.  As 
the  visits  he  paid  on  the  day  Smallpox  appeared  were  not 
within  the  Borough,  I  informed  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  district  in  which  they  occurred.  The  third 
case  was  promptly  notified  to  me  by  the  medical  attendant 
and  immediately  removed.  I  vaccinated  as  many  of  those 
who  had  been  in  contact  as  would  consent.  There  was 
no  spread  of  the  disease  from  any  of  these  cases. 

There  were  42  deaths  from  Measles  registered  during 
the  year,  6  were  under  the  age  of  one  year,  32  over  one 
and  under  five  years,  and  four  over  five  years  of  age. 
The  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  whole  year,  and  was 
distributed  all  over  the  Borough.  It  was  most  fatal  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year.  This  was  no  doubt  due  to  the 
greater  prevalence  of  easterly  winds  during  that  period. 
Notification  of  this  disease  not  being  compulsory,  there 
have  been  only  459  cases  ascertained,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  more  cases  occurred  which  have  not  come 
to  my  knowledge.  The  death-rate  from  this  cause  was 
049  per  1,000.  The  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
0’36,  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  0*47,  for  the  one 
hundred  and  forty-two  smaller  towns  0‘36,  and  for  the 
rural  population  0’23.  Pamphlets,  giving  simple  directions 
for  isolation  and  for  disinfection  at  the  termination  of  the 
illness,  were  sent  to  all  houses  where  this  disease  was  known 
to  have  occurred. 

413  Cases  of  Scarlet  Eever  were  notified,  and  out  of 
this  number  only  14  proved  fatal.  Of  these  4  each  occurred 
in  Castleton  West  and  Castleton  Moor,  2  each  in  Wardle- 
worth  South  and  Wuerdle,  and  1  each  in  Castleton  South 
and  Spotland  West  Wards.  The  death-rate  from  this  cause 
was  0T6  per  1,000,  or  a  case  mortality  of  34  per  cent.  The 
same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  O  il,  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  0T2,  for  the  one-hundred-and-forty- 
two  smaller  towns  0T3,  and  in  rural  districts  0*09.  280  of 

the  cases  notified,  or  67*8  per  cent.,  were  removed  for 
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treatment  to  Marland  Hospital.  This  is  the  highest 
’percentage  of  removals  since  Marland  Hospital  was  estab¬ 
lished,  being  nearly  7  per  cent,  more  than  any  other  year. 
It  is  due  entirely  to  the  increasing  popularity  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Inspectors  in  explaining  the 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  isolation  of  the  patients 
in  Hospital,  the  greater  convenience  to  the  members  of  the 
family  at  home,  and  the  more  efficient  nursing  and  attend¬ 
ance  received  at  the  Hospital,  thus  preventing  the  spread 
of  the  disease  to  the  community  at  large.

Whooping  Cough  has  been  credited  with  36  deaths,  or 
6  less  than  the  preceding  year,  out  of  74  cases  ascertained. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  ten  preceding  years 
was  23.  This  is  another  of  the  Zymotic  diseases  in  which 
notification  is  nol  compulsory,  and  the  information  I  receive 
is  tendered  gratuitously,  for  which  I  am  grateful.  Pamphlets 
have  been  sent  to  each  house  immediately  on  becoming 
aware  of  the  existence  of  the  disease,  containing  instructions 
as  to  isolation  and  other  precautions  necessary  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  deaths  form  2‘37  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths  occurring  in  the  year  under  notice. 
This  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  and  was  principally  confined  to  the  Spotland, 
Wardleworih,  and  Castleton  Moor  Districts.  It  was  most 
fatal  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

Under  this  head  of  Other  Fevers  are  included  Typhoid 
(or  Enteric),  Typhus,  Simple  and  ill-defined  forms  of 
Continued  Fever.  Only  12  deaths  are  thus  accounted  for  : 
1  each  occured  in  Castleton  West,  Wardleworth  West, 
Wardleworth  South,  and  Wardleworth  East,  2  each  in 
Castleton  South,  and  Wuerdle,  and  4  in  Castleton  East 
Ward.  The  death-rate  was  0T4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
There  were  22  notifications  of  Enteric  Fever  during  the 
year,  or  9  less  than  the  preceding  year.  9  of  these  cases, 
or  41  per  cent.,  were  removed  for  treatment  to  Marland 
Hospital. 
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Diarrhoeal  Diseases  caused  54  deaths  or  27  more  than 
the  preceding  year.  40  of  these  were  due  to  Diarrhoea, 
and  14  to  Epidemic  Enteritis.  The  death-rate  was  0'63  per 
1,000,  whilst  the  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
0  86;  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  1*20;  for  the  one- 
hundred-and-forty-two  smaller  towns  0'89;  and  for  the  rural 
districts  0'46.  They  formed  3-56  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  Of  the  35  infants  under  one  year  of  age  whose 
death  was  due  to  this  cause,  28  were  artificially  fed. 
33  deaths  occured  in  back-to-back  houses,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  these  was  generally  bad.  This  disease  is 
n on-notifiable  ;*  each  house  at  which  a  death  occurs  is 
visited  by  the  Lady  Inspector,  and  the  following  enquiries 
are  made,  viz  : — A  general  inspection  of  the  premises  ;  water 
and  milk  supply;  place  for  storing  milk;  the  mode  of 
feeding;  if  any  other  illness  in  the  neighbourhood,  etc., 
and  instructions  given  to  prevent  any  further  spread  of  the 
disease.  Chart  II.  shows  at  a  glance  the  proportion  of 
deaths  among  infants  and  older  persons. 


There  were  notified  at  the  Public  Health  Office  55 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  of  which  18  died,  being  a  case  mortality 
of  32*7  per  cent.  Last  year  the  case  mortality  was  304 
per  cent.,  the  year  previous  25  per  cent.  Your  Committee 
provide  Antidiphtheria  Serum  to  all  medical  men  for  use 
within  the  Borough  free  of  charge,  on  their  sending  a  full 
report  of  the  case  on  a  prescribed  form. 


11  Cases  of  Puerperal  Eever  were  notified,  two  of 
which  proved  fatal.  In  each  case  the  house  was  visited  to 
ascertain  any  possible  sanitary  defects,  and  revisited  until 
the  termination  of  the  case,  when  the  bedding,  room 
occupied,  &c.,  were  disinfected.  In  cases  where  a  midwife 
had  attended,  she  was  visited,  cautioned,  and  advised  as  to 
all  necessary  precautions  to  avoid  infecting  other  cases ; 
her  clothes,  &c.,  were  also  disinfected  in  every  case, 
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12  Deaths  were  directly  due  to  Influenza,  as  compared 
with  15  in  the  preceding  year,  and  44  in  the  year  preceding 
that. 


60  Cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  1  of  which  proved 
fatal. 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  403  deaths,  of  which  106 
were  due  to  Phthisis,  and  the  remainder  to  the  more  acute 
lung  affections,  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  4' 7  per 
1 ,000.  Of  the  deaths  from  the  more  acute  Lung  Diseases, 
56  were  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (see  chart  at  end  of 
book),  or  18  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  this  cause. 
49  were  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years, 
or  16.5  per  cent.  The  death-rate  from  Respiratory  Diseases 
oilier  than  Phthisis  was  3’47,  and  from  Phthisis  P24  per 
1,000.  The  highest  rate  in  any  Ward  from  Phthisis  was 
in  Castleton  North  Ward,  viz.,  1*80  per  1,000  of  population, 
and  the  lowest  was  0’60  in  Spotland  West  Ward.  From 
the  more  acute  respiratory  affections,  the  highest  death- 
rate  was  in  Castleton  East  Ward,  449  per  1,000,  and  the 
lowest  in  Castleton  West  Ward,  2*22.  There  has  been  a 
decrease  of  21  in  the  deaths  from  respiratory  affections. 

91  Houses  where  death  has  occurred  from  Phthisis 
have  been  visited,  and  the  tenants  urged  to  have  their 
houses  disinfected ;  in  49  cases  they  have  consented,  and  in 
33  the  bedding  and  clothing  was  removed  for  disinfection. 
In  42  cases  the  bedding  was  washed  in  disinfectants  at 
home.  30  Deaths  occurred  in  back-to-back  houses.  In 
15  families  relatives  had  already  died  or  were  suffering 
from  Phthisis.  21  Cases  died  in  Dearnley  Workhouse. 
The  following  were  their  occupations,  viz. : — clerks  2 ; 
iron  fitters  3 ;  labourers  26 ;  mill  hands  33 ;  school  children  4 ; 
engineers  3;  tailors  3;  joiner  1 ;  printer  1  ;  plasterer  1 ; 
collier  1 ;  hawker  1  ;  warehousemen  2 ;  lamplighter  1 ; 
nightsoil  scavenger  1  ;  carpet  weaver  1  ;  brushmaker  1 ; 
publican  1  ;  shopkeeper  1 ;  evangelist  1 ;  dressmaker  1  \ 
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house  workers  12.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  your  Council 
have  adopted  the  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis.  It  is 
much  to  he  desired  that  notification  of  Phthisis  should  be 
made  compulsory,  as  the  early  information  before  death 
would  be  a  great  assistance  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  By  referring  to  Chart  III.  A,  you  will  see  at  a 
glance  the  comparison  between  the  Phthisis  death-rates  in 
Rochdale  and  England  and  Wales  for  the  past  twenty-four 
years.  I  might  here  draw  your  attention  to  the  great 
reduction  of  the  death-rate  from  Phthisis.  In  the  year 
1880  210  persons  died  of  Phthisis,  and  in  1904,  123  died 
from  Phthisis  per  100,000  of  the  inhabitants  of  Rochdale. 
The  decrease  is  due  to  several  causes,  namely : — the 
more  intimate  knowledge  the  medical  profession  have 
acquired  of  the  cause  of  this  disease,  and  as  a  result  are 
frequently,  at  a  very  early  date,  able  to  combat  and  prevent 
the  death  of  the  patient.  The  many  Factory  Acts  dealing 
with  ventilation,  cleanliness,  etc.,  have  also  been  a  very 
great  source  of  improvement  to  the  mill-workers.  This,  in 
my  opinion,  is  shown  by  the  greater  decline  of  the  death- 
rate  from  Phthisis  in  Rochdale  (a  mill- working  population), 
than  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  last  25 
years.  The  factories  are  much  more  healthy  than  the 
majority  of  the  homes  of  the  operatives.  This  is  shown 
by  the_  fact  that  one-third  of  the  deaths  from  Phthisis 
occurred  in  back-to-back  houses,  which  are  always  ill- 
ventilated,  and  one  quarter  amongst  labourers  who  usually 
live  in  poor  class  property.  The  deaths  from  this  cause 
were  excessive  in  the  old  and  dilapidated  parts  of  the 
town.  Spitting  causes  the  spread  of  this  disease  more 
than  anything,  and  if  it  could  immediately  be  destroyed 
the  disease  would  be  very  soon  stamped  out.  Spitting  on 
the  street  or  other  public  place  and  in  public  conveyances 
should  be  stopped  by  law.  You  will  see  by  the  aforegoing 
visits  and  enquiries  made  that  my  Inspectors  have  been 
devoting  more  and  more  attention  yearly  to  those  dirty, 
ill- ventilated,  dilapidated  back-to-back  houses.  I  have  no 
doubt  this  has  been  also  an  assisting  cause  in  the  reduction 
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of  deaths  from  Phthisis.  There  are  other  causes  which  are 
acting-  as  factors  in  this  reduction  of  death-rate  which  are  not 
under  my  control,  namely : — alcoholism,  over-work,  defec¬ 
tive  or  deficient  food,  and  worry,  in  fact  everything  that 
lowers  the  vitality  and  resisting  powers  of  the  patient  and 
thereby  manuring  the  system  for  the  easy  reception  of  the 
seed  of  consumption.  The  spit  being  the  chief  source  of 
infection,  special  efforts  should  be  directed  to  its  immediate 
destruction  rather  than  to  the  tedious,  and  often  too  late, 
way  of  trying  to  build  up  bodily  resistance.  Prevention 
is  better  than  cure. 


There  were  75  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year — 
males  27,  females  43 — 70  of  which  were  enquired  into : 

11  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Breast;  13  of  the  Liver;  15 
of  the  Stomach  ;  4  of  the  Uterus ;  4  of  the  Tongue ;  8  of 
the  Bowels  and  Bectum,  and  15  of  other  organs.  10  died 
in  the  Workhouse.  In  15  cases  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  house  was  bad,  3  owing  to  neglect  of  the  owner,  and 

12  through  the  neglect  of  the  occupiers.  11  deaths 
occurred  in  back-to-back  houses.  In  17  cases  the  persons 
were  abstainers  and  in  8  heavv  drinkers.  In  6  cases 
Cancer  was  said  to  have  been  the  cause  of  other  deaths  in 
the  family.  The  deaths  occured  in  all  parts  of  the  town, 
viz: — 15  in  Wardleworth  ;  8  iD  Wuerdle;  15  in  Spotland ; 
27  in  Castleton,  and  5  in  Cast.leton  Moor  district.  It  is 
noticeable  that  most  of  the  deaths  took  place  at  an 
advanced  age,  as  shewn  by  the  following,  viz., — 1  occurred 
under  the  age  of  35  years  ;  9  between  35  and  45  years ; 
14  between  45  and  55  years  ;  17  between  55  and  65  years ; 
9  between  65  and  70  years,  and  20  over  70  years  of  age. 


There  were  only  7  deaths  uncertified  as  to  their  cause, 
either  by  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner  or  by  the 
Coroner.  These  amount  to  0’46  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths,  while  the  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
16  per  cent. 
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Chart  showing  Actual  Number  of  Deaths  from 
Cancer,  in  Rochdale,  for  25  years. 
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There  were  92  Inquests  held  by  the  Coroner  during 
the  year,  forming  6T  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The 
Registrar- General  giving  the  same  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  6'5  per  cent. 

On  January  1st,  1901,  there  were  26  cases  in  Marland 
Hospital,  of  which  24  were  Scarlet  Fever,  1  Enteric  Fever, 
and  1  Smallpox.  During  the  year  there  were  admitted 
389,  or  128  more  than  the  preceding  year,  of  which  361 
were  Scarlet  Fever,  7  Enteric  Fever,  6  Smallpox,  14  Diph¬ 
theria,  and  1  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis.  Of  these,  80 
came  from  Middleton,  5  from  Dearnley  Workhouse,  and 
the  remainder  from  within  the  Borough.  18  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year;  11  Scarlet  Fever,  1  Smallpox,  2  Enteric 
Fever,  and  4  Diphtheria.  On  December  31st  there 
remained  in  the  Hospital  52  cases,  all  of  which  were 
Scarlet  Fever.  I  would  suggest  that  the  following 
improvements  be  made  during  the  year,  viz.,  that 
the  Heating  Apparatus  be  extended  to  the  east  wing, 
and  proper  Sleeping  Accommodation  provided  for  the 
Nurses  and  Maids.  It  will  also  be  necessary  during  the 
year  to  Whitewash  and  Cleanse  jthe  East  Wing,  Laundry, 
and  other  buildings. 

In  many  instances  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
enforce  the  removal  of  the  old  Pail  Closets.  I  hold  it 
essential  in  doing  this  that  they  should  be  replaced  by  the 
Clean  Water  system  rather  than  the  Waste  Water  Closets. 
During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace  the  Waste 
Water  Closets  by  Clean  Water,  as  the  nuisance  was  so 
great.  I  therefore  hope  that  your  Council  will  reconsider 
the  question  of  permitting  the  use  of  Slop  Water  system, 
as  the  one  approved  is  the  most  insanitary  and  very  waste¬ 
ful  of  clean  water.  I  also  hope  that  the  Waterworks  Com¬ 
mittee  will  reconsider  the  question  of  supplying  the  Water 
Closets  in  small  cottage  property  free  of  charge.  This  is  a 
course  which  they  pursue  in  most  large  towns.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  it  will  improve  the  health  of  the  public,  and  I 
think  there  will  be  actually  less  water  used. 
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186  Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Offensive 
Trades.  The  Slaughterhouses,  Cowsheds,  etc.,  were  fre¬ 
quently  visited,  and  defeels  and  breaches  of  regulations 
noted,  and  notices  served  to  remedy  them. 

The  amount  of  meat  and  other  food-stuffs  which  was 
seized  or  surrendered  and  destroyed  on  account  of  its  being 
diseased  or  in  an  unsound  condition,  was  as  follows  : — - 
Beef,  9711bs.;  Pork,  5271bs.;  Mutton,  2361bs.;  Veal, 
501bs. ;  in  addition  to  a  quantity  of  Offal,  Fruit,  etc. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case,  with  the 
result  that  a  fine  of  <£.10  and  costs,  and  Five  Guineas 
special  costs  was  imposed. 

During  the  year  105  Observations,  each  of  one  hour’s 
duration,  were  made  of  Smoke  issuing  from  factory  and 
other  chimneys,  and  reported  to  you.  This  resulted  in 
letters  being  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  three  firms,  and  one 
notice  being  served  requiring  the  nuisance  to  be  abated. 
No  prosecutions  were  instituted. 

88  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  during  the  year 
all  of  which  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Acts  and 
Regulations. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  185  samples  of  Food¬ 
stuffs  were  analysed,  or  4  more  than  the  preceding  year, 
and  14  more  than  the  year  preceding  that,  with  the  result 
that  proceedings  were  taken  in  five  cases.  A  more  detailed 
account  of  samples  taken  will  be  found  on  referring  to 
Table  17.  In  addition  to  the  above,  two  Samples  of 
Water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis,  both 
of  which  were  found  to  be  contaminated  with  sewage,  etc. 
Thirteen  Samples  of  Food  were  taken  from  the  Hospital,  all 
of  which  were  found  on  analysis  to  be  genuine  and  of  good 
quality. 
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During  the  year  most  of  the  Licensed  Houses  in  the 
Borough  have  been  inspected  as  to  their  sanitary  condition, 
with  the  result  that  a  great  many  structural  and  sanitary 
defects  have  been  found  and  remedied.  The  following  are 
a  few  of  the  chief  improvements  carried  out.  44  water 
closets  have  been  fixed,  and  28  pail  closets  abolished.  In 
21  eases  the  whole  of  the  drains  were  reconstructed,  and,  in 
23,  new  urinals  have  been  provided.  The  yards  have,  in 
8  cases,  been  made  private,  and  in  7  enlarged  by  pulling 
down  old  property. 

During  the  year  428  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid 
to  Workshops,  and  506  to  Bakehouses.  Many  defects  were 
found  and  subsequently  remedied. 


In  February  of  this  year  the  Rochdale  Housing  Reform 
Council  forwarded  me  a  requisition,  signed  by  twelve 
ratepayers,  drawing  attention  to  an  area,  which,  in  their 
opinion,  was  a  very  unhealthy  one.  At  your  Meeting  held  on 
February  19th  I  laid  before  you  this  requisition,  and  I  was 
requested  to  examine  and  report  to  you  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  this  area.  This  area  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  Hope-street,  on  the  south  by  High-street,  on  the  east 
by  Union-street,  on  the  west  by  Mill-street.  At  the  time  of 
inspection  the  population  was  347,  the  acreage  1*8,  the 
number  of  residents  per  acre  193,  number  of  houses  89, 
occupied  80,  unoccupied  8,  and  one  used  solely  for 
Ice-Cream  making.  Exactly  one-half  these  houses  are 
back-to-back;  41  occupied  and  3  unoccupied.  Through 
houses — 39  occupied  and  5  unoccupied.  From  the  defects 
and  insanitary  conditions  found,  I  recommended  the  closing 
of  28  houses  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  owners 
of  these  were  written  to,  and  informed  that  unless  the 

houses  were  put  in  good  sanitary  condition  within  three

months  time  they  would  he  closed.  At  the  end  of  this  period 
a  further  inspection  of  the  houses  recommended  for  closing 
was  made,  and  all  were  found  to  be  as  insanitary  as  at  first 
inspection.  The  owners  of  ten  of  the  houses  submitted 
suggestions  for  the  general  overhauling  and  the  putting 
into  good  sanitary  condition  of  their  property.  These  facts 
were  reported  to  you,  with  the  result  that  a  resolution  was 
passed  recommending  the  Council  to  make  an  order  for  the 
closing  of  the  remaining  18  houses,  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  which  they  did  at  their  Meeting  held  on  January 
5tli,  1905.  There  were  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
more  than  a  sufficient  number  of  empty  houses  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  displaced  tenants. 


Section  101  of  “  The  Factory  and  Workshops  Act, 
1901,”  which  relates  to  underground  bakehouses,  came  into 
operation  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  this  year.  There 
were  nine  of  these  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Borough 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  Six  of  them  have  undergone 
extensive  alterations  with  regard  to  light,  ventilation,  etc., 
and  have  been  granted  certificates  of  suitability ;  two  have 
been  discontinued  for  baking  purposes,  and  the  remaining 
one  is  under  consideration. 


Under  the  Shop  Hours  Act  144  shops  are  on  the 
Register.  522  Visits  have  been  paid,  and  where  no  notice 
was  found  to  be  exhibited  as  required  by  Section  4,  the 
occupiers  attention  was  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
with  the  result  that  they  now  comply  with  such  provision. 
Under  the  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  215  visits 
have  been  paid  and  contraventions  of  the  Act  noted.  At 
these  shops  86  seats  have  been  provided  as  required  by  the 

Act,

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The  Mid  wives  Act  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st 
April,  1905,  and  I  will  then  fully  report  on  the  number 
of  Midwives  who  have  obtained  their  certificate. 


18  Dw'ellingliouses  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  No  Cellar  Dwellings  were  closed. 


The  Sanitary  Work  of  the  Borough  has  been  carefully 
carried  out  under  your  instructions.  The  nuisances  dealt 
with  by  the  Inspectors,  and  the  number  of  premises  visited 
and  inspected,  will  show  that  a  great  deal  of  valuable  work 
has  been  accomplished.  House  to  house  inspection  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  following  places  : — Cobden-street, 
League-street,  Bright-street,  Vincent-street,  Hulme-street, 
Richard-street,  Greenhalgli-street,  Hibernia-place,  Lark- 
street,  Hargreaves-place,  Vine-place,  Middle-lane,  Lukes- 
court,  High-street,  Union-street,  Rope-street,  Mill-street, 
Castle-street,  Queen-street,  Sagar’s-court,  Hope-street, 
St.  James’-place,  Eastgate-street,  Dunkirk,  Seanor-court, 
Wilson-street,  Sutclifte’s-yard,  and  Brickcroft. 


At  your  request  the  Inspector  has,  during  the  year, 
made  an  inspection  of  the  Registered  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  the  Borough  (17  in  number),  and  reported  to 
you  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  same.  2  of  them  were 
found  to  be  insanitary,  and  the  remaining  15  were  in  fairly 
good  sanitary  condition. 


992  Visits  have  been  paid  to  houses  where  cases  of 
Zymotic  Disease  existed.  Disinfectants  and  printed 
instructions  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to  check  the 
spread  of  the  infection  were  distributed.  After  recovery, 
death,  or  removal  to  Hospital,  185  rooms  were  thoroughly 
fumigated  and  cleansed.
